In republicnn countrioH popular nun 
orities may cheerfully acquiesce ui tho 
expressed wish of the country; but 
whero party feeling runa high and 
defeat meana ruiu to thousands, thoru 
are always some who do not bow svitli 
graco iiud humility to the will of the 
majority, and who, by brooding over 
their necessities and disappoiuluients, 
finally unseat their reason. Gittkai; 
appears to belong to a chus who having 
reached high and found the soughtfor 
prize beyond their gra.sp, bivoiuo 
thoroughly imliued with tlie idea that 
they are the objects of uni\ I'rsal dis- 
like. When some tuen reach i hat i-on 
dition of mind they aro dangwou;* to 
thoiiisplves and others. OiTTKAt was 
an unfortunate lawyer, lecturoi, puli 
ticlan and office hunter. Ho n; i)lied 
to OAltFlKLD and Bl.MNK for oinploy- 
ment. Haunted the governm^ut olii 
cos; got no satisfaction. Was turned 
out of his lodgings for want of means 
to pay for ihoui; sank lower and lowor 
in the financial scalo, and at last in a 
6t of desperation riisolved on tho uct 
which has linked iiis name with in- 
ffttiiy. Booth was an actor, and whiin 
ho had shot, Lincoln could not forego 
the opp'M-t unity oUVred of approaching 
to the footlights and with dramatic 
fervor announcing the fact. Oittkau 
is a mock hero. Under the patriotic 
pretence of restoring harmony to the 
republican ranks and saving his coun- 
try, he selected a crowded railway de|)Ot 
and in the presence of 50 or GO ladies 
shot the president down. But he is a 
meanspirited wretch, too; for he baa 
almost dragged to ruin with him men 
who difTured from tho president, per- 
haps honestly. Kirnesily it is wished 
that the great and good man who lies 
"nigh unto death" at Washington will 
survive his terrible wound.s. But in 
spite of the eucouragiux bulletins we 
fear there is little room for the indulg- 
ence of hope.

Tho Commercial s?.ld : This crime 
threatens the uxiaior.cc uf tho nation, ro- 
duces tho free, intelligciiit, enlightunod 
republic of tho world to a level with a 
South American confederation or the 
Russian autocracy. It is a senselo3.i, 
siwiige, old-bljiulea ,-\s.sas'iiimtiun uf the 
Uiitiou through ih.; Iiem-t uf tho nv-at 
honored citizen. Whuevor tli" porpu- 
trators may be, hiijh or luw, rich or poor, 
powerful or despised, tho nation will ex- 
tort from thoiii mercilesi retribution. 

The Pod said; There wa.<i a •juthering 
of politicians around Conklingand Arthur 
this afternoon as thoy walks il totjothur to 
tho Fifth aventio hotel. CutikliiiL,' ran 
briskly across tho hall, avoidint; tlie ro- 
portora, and bounded up the .stairs two ht 
a time. The vico-prosident tried to be 
cool, but was evidently much o.xcitod by 
the news. Ho said he certainly hoped 
Bliss' report that tho wound wouldn't be 
fatal was true. It'a a mo.st shocking event 
and hag so staggurod lau I don't know 
what to think. Will you go to Wa.shing- 
tonatonco. No.sir, iliat is not my in- 
tention, but I do not care to talk about 
the matter at present. If tho wcjund 
should result fatally I suppose you will at 
ouco go to \V;i8hirigton I can't say: I 
do not wish tu bo quoted as discussing the 
matter. 

The Post'i editorial : Exclamationa 
which the assailant of President Oarfiuld 
is reported to have made immediately 
after tho deed, and whicli seemed to indi- 
cato political rnutive.-i on his part, may 
well be taken for .syni|itoins of in.saiiity. 
It Ih hardly necoasnry to add that this 
ovont has L,'i\en a .shock to thu iiiiiuls and 
hearts of the American people only less 
grievous than that caused by the assassi- 
nation of Presiflent Lincoln, not only by 
roa.son of I're.sidont Garfield's personal 
popularity, but l)«-cauae every good citi- 
zen feels such occurrences to bo national 
miafortuno and disgrace, and because no 
one, to whatever party ho may belong, 
can close his eyes to the political confus- 
ion which must ensue from a change of 
tho administration as would follow his 
death. 

The New York F.xpreM said: The at- 
tempted assassiiiatiun of tho president 
this morning shocked th(> country be- 
yond measure. The act was so dastardly 
and diabidical that fnoiiii ami foe alike 
aro niitragcd by it, 'I'hero is only one 
party in America, in view of auch a crime 
Ad this: the country is not large enough 
for political assas.'ins to live in. In tlie 
breasts of fifty millions of people there is 
but one sentiment in the United States 
to-day of loyalty to tho republic and 
shame and indignation that it has boon 
assailed in tho person of tho president.

Iiiinii'ilimcly upon receipt of thi.s Ar- 
thur decided to go to Washington by the 
midnight train, and then went to his 
house to prepare for tiio journey. 
The corvidofB and neighborhood of

, who congregated in groups and discussed 
the situation, eagerly scanning tho bulle 
tin for each new dispatch. The drift of 
all conversation was that the murderer 
should bo VLTy .surniiiarily dealt with and 
no one was heard to utter other tliau 
words of sympathy for tiio president and 
his family. £x Congress Eusteis gave it 
as his opinion that the murdorer was n 
lunatic. Ho also said ho would prophesy 
that if Arthur should take the proaideu 
tial chair ho would make the bestpreaid- 
ont the country ever had. 

New York, June 3. .Vrtliur drove 
from tha hotel to his houso and there 
awaited further dispatches which were to 
be sent here. To those who saw him at 
the time as he sat in his doorway auait- 
ing ncwa the \'ice-I're.siili-iit coii!<i only 
reply.

The steamer Priuce.s.s Lmii.sa, with 105 
members of tho order of A. O. U. W. and cx- 
cursionist.s lefi for (Jlympia at 8- o'clock 
Sunday morning with ilag.s flying at half 
mast, tho impression prevailing at that 
hour that President Garfield wa.s dead. 
The cabins and decks were very prettily 
decorated with evergreens and Uowors, 
which, no doubt, would havo boon more 
elaborate had not the sorrowful news, 
which came Saturday afternoon, put an 
end to further proparatioii.s. Tho sea be- 
ing calm all felt well and made the most 
of tho run across in singing, reading, &c. 
Tho Geo. Iv Starr was met at 12. LO and 
Port Tnu iisnid was reached at 1.20. L'p- 
on arriving ;it Port Townsond tho lir.'it 
news heanl was that the president was 
still living. The .steamer's tl;igs were then 
hoisted and the passengor.s gave three 
British cheers for tho president, which 
wero responded to by those on shore. .\f- 
tor a stay of half an hi>ur at Port Towns- 
ond the steamer .sailed again for Olynipia 
direct. There was a nut iceable chaiiga in 
tho mauiiei "f ev.'-y oiu' on board. The 
nowg seemed In have a exhilarating etloet 
on thoni. Seattle, Tacoma and Steil 
cooiu wore passed without stopping, at 
5.45, 7.40 and 8.20 respectively, and 
Olympia was reached at 10,30 p. m. amid 
tho firing of rockets and singing of tho na- 
tional songs.

THE CAREER OF THE ASSASSIN— HIS 
LETTER TO GENERAL SHERMAN. 

Nkw ^'uK.lv, July 3. — yinion Cala- 
ehii, .Miiiistei' in this country from 
X'eiiezuelu, who resides liore, was pres- 
ent in tho depot at Wa.shington to-day 
when President Garfield was shot by 
C'ha.s. Guitteau, and arrived this after- 
noon. ITo gives tho following account 
of the aileinpted a.ssa.ssination of the 
pre.sident : I was in Washington look- 
ing after llie interests of Venezuela, I 
had mude arrangenient.s to visit New 
York this morning, in company with 
four Indy friend.s, members of niy fam- 
ily. 1 was to meet them at the Balti- 
more and Potonmc railroad depot at 
9 15 a.m. A fow inoment.s after 9 
o'clock I alighted from my carriage and 
entered tho station. After purchasing 
my tiokot I walked leisurely about the 
depot when presently I saw a carriage 
drive up niul two gonllemcn alight 
therefrom. I look little notict) of them 
at first, but in h minute I observed tluit 
the two tiion wero Presidont Gurlield 
and Secretary Blaino. The nresident 
ami secretary stood beside the carriage 
and conversed together for sorao min- 
utes, when they walked into the depot. 
As they entered tho depot, tho preai- 
deiit and secretary both bowed to me. 
I had jusL raised my hat and was about 
turning around for the appearance of 
my lady friend.s when suddenly I heard 
the report of a revolver. Quickly I 
wheeled around, and before me I beheld 
the Btag^erin^ form of the president 
of the United States. I also saw the 
would-boassa.ssin within ft few feet of 
tho presidnnt. Ho had a revolver in 
lii.4 right hand. His knees were slightly 
bent. He took two or three hasty stops 
towards the prosidoni and fired again. 
The lirst Vial 1 took ('(Tect in tho jiresi - 
dent's right side, and the second one 
struck him in tlio back. When the 
second . shot was fired the ]'resicleiit fell 
to the floor. The would-be assassin, 
seeing CJen. (iartield fall, turned and 
attempted to escape by tho street en - 
iranco. I hurried toward that door, 
and when tlii! villian saw that I intend- 
ed to liend liim oil' ho turned and ran 
towards the ojiposito door,whure he was 
caught by a number of employis in the 
depot. 

When the president waH shot and 
fell he spoke not a word, nor did the 
would-be murderer. It was quickly 
noiseil about the depot that the presi- 
dent had been .shot, and the doors of 
the depot wore iil once closed in order 
to previuiL the crowd from rushing in. 
Wlion Sccretiirv Blaine; heard the re- 
port of the revolver he sprang towards 
the door, but when he realized that tho 
president had been shot he immediately 
ran to liis nsai.stance. 

A gentleman who wa.s an eye wit- 
ness of the attempted aasaHsinatioii 
gives the follosviiig statement of the 
occurrence : ''I was coming down 
Pennsylvania avenue whon I saw a 
carriage coming u[) the avenuf, the 
horses running so fast I thought tliey 
were running away. As tho carriage 
arrived in front of mo a man put his 
head out of tb.n window and said, 'Fas- 
tor.' .■\flcr hearing this remark I 
thought there was something wrong, 
and ran after the carriage. Whou it 
reached the depot the man jumped out 
and enternd tho ladies' room. He had 
not been there more than three minutes 
when President Garfield arrived, Bte|)- 
pod out of his carriage and entered the 
ladies' room. The president, after 
passing through the door, was turning 
the corner of a seat, when tha assassin, 
who was standing on the left of the 
door, fired. The ball struck tha presi- 
dent in tliB back, and he fell forward. 
I ran into the depot, and just then the 
man tired again while tho president wub 
falling. The moraeut tlie president fell 
a policeman who had been standing at 
the depot door keeping the way clear 
for tho president and his party, grabbed 
tho assassin by the neck, and as he 
pulled iiim out of the depot another 
policeman canio to his assistance. Just 
after tiling the Bhot the assassio ex> 



claimed, "I have killed Garfield. Ar- 
thur is |)resident. I am a stalwart." 

Another account say.s tliac the pre.■^i- 
dent and Mr. Blaine rotlo to the di'\iot 
this morning in n carriage together. 
Mr. Blaino says that President Garfield 
was in an unusually joyou.s mood and 
several times expressed his keen gratifi 
cation that the relations between hini- 
self and the nienibers of his cabinet were 
so harinoniou.s, and that tho admini.s- 
tration was a unit. Whon tho carriage 
arrived in front of the depot the presi- 
dent and Mr. Blaino left it and entered 
tho ladies' waiting room, through which 
they jiassed arm in arm. .Mr. Blaine 
says he drojiped I ho jire.sident's arm a.s 
they were passing through the door into 
the main room at which instant two 
shota v/cre fired. Air. Blaine saw a man 
running and st.arted towards him, but 
turned almost immediately and saw- 
that the pre.sident had fallen. It was 
thon tliat he tirst realizetl that the shots 
had boon fired at the president. lie 
s])rang towards him, as did .seveial 
others, and raisod his head from the 
floor. As the |)reH!deiit fell ho exclaiin- 
«d " My God 1" At this time Pont 
mastor-Gpnornl .lamoK, Secretary Win- 
doiii and Secretary Lincoln, who had 
arrived earlier at the train, were |)ro- 
menading on tho platform outside. 
General James says that Colonel Jam- 
ieson of tho postoffice department ru.sh- 
ed out of the depot immediately after 
the shots wore (ireil and exclaimed, 
" The presidmit is shot!" Either the 
secretary or another gentleman of the 
party exclaimed '• Oli, nonsense. ' Col. 
Jftinieson said " 1 saw it." The party 
then rushed back and found Blaine, who 
appeared to be the only eool man in 
the crowd, bending over the president 
and kei-j)iiig the peuplo Iiack. 

Mrs. Garfield arrived at the White 
House from Long Braneh about soven 
o'clock in tho evening. She was mot at 
the front door by Attorney-General 
MacVengh and her eldest son. Ha- 
son placed his arm about hor waist and 
led her into tho house .sobbing. Strong 
men who witnessed this sad home com- 
ing turned away and woptos they heard 
tho heartbroken sobs. Mrs. GarSold 
was immediately taken to tho bedside 
of hor husbiiiid who ([uieted her with 
afleotionato cheorfulnps.s. Tlic scene 
that followed was inde.scribable. The 
presetico of Mrs. Garfield sociued to 
cheer her husband and tho favorable 
turn in his condition observed within 
an hour after hor arrival was attribut- 
ed by the physicians to that fact. The 
president's pulso, which had been for 
sometiment 1-10, ran dosvn to 1'28, 
and soon afterwards to \ \'2. At 9:-iO 
h? was reported to be sleeping quietly 
and Mrs. Garfield felt considerably en- 
couraged, although physicians shook 
their beads and maintained the opinion 
that the case was honcless. 

Clevela.vd, 0., July 3. — The mes- 
senger who went down to Solon this 
afternoon, where Garfield's mother and 
two sisters live, says the tirst news re- 
ceived there was from newspaper extras 
thrown ofl the train. Immediately on 
the receipt of the news Mrs. I^f. J. 
Larrabeo (tho ]iresident's sister) with 
wdiom the mother had been staying, 
seir. her mother over to Mr.s. M. Trow- 
bridge, another sistf'r, about a quarter 
of a mile awuy, out of hearing of the 
dreadful news. An hour later tho fol- 
lowing dispatch was received by Mrs. 
Larrabee : 

Executive Ma.vsion, 

Washinoto.v, July 2. 

To Mrs. Eliza Garfield : — Don't be 
alarmed by sensational rumors. Doctors 
think the wound not fatal. Don't think 
of coming till you hear further. 

Harhy a. Garkiki.u. 

Tho signature is that of the presi- 
dent's 17 year old son. Garfield'.s mo- 
ther has been jn'ostrated for some days 
in consequence of tho death of her 
brotlier-in law, Thomus A. Garfield, 
and only this inorning siie was inform- 
ed of the death of ilrs. Arnold, the 
president's cousin, who died yesterday, 
and it was deemed certain the death nf 
.Tames would kill her 

This morning the mother said to Mr.'--. 
Larrabee: "1 expect something i.s 
going to happen to Jaines' family." 

Mrs. L. said, " Mother, don't w orry , 
1 think the trouble in James' family is 
past," (alluding to Mrs. G.'s illness.) 
The mother replied, " No, f fi^ar some- 
thing is going to happen James." Sho 
afterwards reiterated her prosontiment 
to Mrs. Trowbridge, adding : " Acci 
dents never come singly and I feel 
something i.s going to happen tfl .Tame.s. ' 
The sisters have ugrei-d to keep the 
news from Mrs. Garfield at least till to- 
morrow-, w-hen Hov. W. ( ). .Moore, uf 
Solon Di.sciple eluireli,w-ill break it to 
her. This makes the tiftli death in the 
Garfield family within us many months.

Ho wears a moustache and 
light chin whiskers, and hi.s sunken 
cheeks and eyes far apart from each 
other give him a sullen, or, as an (jf 
ficial described it, a Ihuiv appearance.

Pursuant to orders fruui ilie attor- 
ney-general the oflicer in cliari;'' of the 
jail declined to give any further infor- 
mation nor w-ould he .stale in what rrll 
the prisoner was confined. This oflii i-r 
was an attendant at the old city j lil at 
tho time of the assassination of Presid- 
ent Lincoln. 

Washi.vcto.n, July 3. — (uiitteail .said 
on his way to jail that the piesifleui's 
assassination was premeditated niul he 
wont to Long Branch for the pnrposi> of 
shooting him there, but was detui-icd 
by the enfeebled andnaddened condition 
of Mrs. Garfield, which npiKraled to 
strongly to bis sym[ialliies that he could 
not. 

It is not true ihat ( i uitteau w as a 
consul. He has iiever been ap]iniiit ed 
but w-as ahvays a persi.sleiil olliee sei'k- 
er from Garfield and Hlaine. He .says 
he did this to save the republii-an pan v. 

W.-\sin.\(rroN, .1 uly L'.- Charles (iuii 
lean, the would be a.s.sassin, is Ji foreign- 
er by birth, and lias bs-eii a vi-rv pcr 
si.stenl ap'plicaiit for a cniisular posii iipn. 
He has liaunteil the executive inansion 
for several weeks, and bis disap|Hiiiii 
ment at not getting w-liat he wanted 
has caused temporary aberration of his 
mind. 

After tho shooting and aft\;r Scott and 
Carney got hold of the a.ssas.siii and wei e 
taking him to police headfiuartrrs, he s.-ud 
voluntarily to them, " I did it and willi^'o 
to jail for it; 1 am a stalwart and .\rihiir 
will be president. " Ho had a letter iii 
his hand and wanted the oiKcera to take 
it to Gen. Sherman, H.ayiuf,' 'twould be ail 
right. Tho prisoner made no rosistanci-, 
saying ho had contemplated killing the 
president and it was for the good of the 
country. About 9 o'clock this morning; 
the assassin went to a hack stand adjoin- 
ing the station and cng.-igod a hack. He 
told tho driver ho wanted to go to Green- 
wood cemetery in a short time, and want- 
ed to bo driven vei-y fa.st when ho should 
got into the hack, and agreed to pay two 
dollars for the hack on condition that the 
hackman would drive fast. When stopped 
the assassin was going to tho hack ho had 
engaged and ho insisted that it was iiiipor- 
taat for hiiu to go and deliver a niossa;;e 
to Gon. Sherman, and when tho ofUceis 
refused to lot him go ho begi^'od them to 
take the letter he had to Gon. Sherman, 
of which the following is a copy: 

White Hocse, July 2. 

The president's death was a sad neces- 
sity, but it will unite the republican party 
and save the republic. Life is a llimsy 
dream and it ni.itter.s lit tie when one goes. 
A human life is of small valuo. During 
the war thouaandti of brave b lya went 
down without a tear, I presume tho pre- 



sident was a Chnstiauund that ho w ill be 
happier in paradise than hero. It will lie 
lui wor>B for Mrs. Garfield, dear soul, to 
part with her husband this way than by 
; natural death. lie is liable to go at any 
t imo.
